riage, whiche was ſolemniſed betweene his maieſtie, and the ſayde right 
excellente pʒinces the lady Catherine, late wyte of the ryght excellent pzince 
Icture, natutall bzother to out ſayde ſouetayne loꝛde, to the whiche pꝛinte 
Icture, the ſayd lady Catheryne was laufully maried, and by hym carnal- 
Io knowen, fozthe onely diſcharge ot his conſcience ageinſt almighty god, 
by all true wayes and meanes inſerched, ſtudied, deuiſed, and conſulted, 
as well with ſondzie vmuerſities of chaltendome, as with a greatte num⸗ 
bꝛe ok excellent clerkes lerned in diummitie, of the valtditie and in validitie 
of the ſapde marriage ſolemniſed betwene his highnes, and the layde lady 
_ Catherine beyng befoze the layde mariage his ſayd brothers wyke, and by 
hym carnalily knowen . Ind after the determinate and playne iugementeg 
ofthe ſayde ſondzy vniuerſities and well lerned men, by reaſon oftncers 
ches in the holy ſctiptures of god, by a great aduile and deliberacion, it 
was declared and ſigntied vuto our ſayde ſoucrayne lozde, that the ſaide 


matiage, ſolempniſed betwene his highnes and the ſaydeladp Cathetrine, 


was pꝛohibited and deteſted by the lawes of alm ighty god: our ſapd ſoug

Ind albeit that our ſalde ſouerapgne 
lo2de, lyke a good catholyke kynge, foz the onely diſcharge of his conſci⸗ 
ence, and fo: the welthe and ſurette ot this his realme, moſte pzudentely, 
moſte deliberately, moſte gentilly, moſte meekely, and moſte charitablyc 
pꝛoceded in the inſercheynge and knowyng of the validitie and inualiditie 
of the ſayde deteſted # bnlaufull mattage, and therin paynfully trauayled 
dy many petes, not only to the great inquietnes #trouble of his mynd, but 
alſo to his ineſtimable coſtes and expẽſes: pet neuetteles, diuers # ſond2y 
wilkull x tnobedtent ſubtectes of this realme, whoſe names and offences 
"Hal appere # be declared yereafter, beyng malicioully fired in a contrary

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oyinton ageinſt the pure iugement of the kynges owne conſcience, and al⸗ 
ſo the detetminacions of the ſayde ſondꝛy vniuerſities and well lerned men, 
well percetupng that they, beynge but a fewe in nombze, coude not by theyz 
ſapde wilkull and peruerſe opinions, grounded of inalice, cozrupcion, and 
affection, hinder ne interrupte the ſayde deuozſe aud ſeparacion by any lau⸗ 
fall meanes, dyd therfoze, by fals feyned hypoctiſie, diſſimuled ſanctitie, 
and cloked holynes, not only ſet fozth and put in the heades of a great nõ⸗ 
bꝛe of the ſubiectes of this realme, as well nobles as other, ſpitituall and 
tempoꝛall perſons, that they had knowlage by teuelacion from ai.yghty

Aldiagton in the countie of Kent, and hapned tobeviſited with ſicknes, & 
by ocaſion therof bzought in ſuche debrittie and weakenes of her bꝛapne, 
by auſe ſhe coulde not eate ne dzinke by a longe (pace, that in the violence 
ok het inkirmitee, (ſhe ſemed to be in traunſes, and ſpake and vtcered 'many 
folyth & ydell woꝛdes.

tie #abide by, aud after that he was comaunded by the ſaid acchbiſhop to

Chꝛiſtis church in Caturbury,x doctoz in diuinitee, that the ſaid Eliſab. bez 
ing in the extaſp a extremitee of her ſincknes, in a maner deſtract in a tranſe, 
huid lay emonges other woderfull woꝛdes, that ſhe ſhuld neuer take helth 
of her body, til ſuche time as ſhe had viſited the ymage of out lady, being in 
the layde chapell at Courte at ſtrete afoze ſayde : and that our ladye hadde 
appered vnto her, and ſhewed her, that yf ſhe came to the ſaide chapel at the 
daye to het appoynted, ſhe ſhoulde bereſtozed to her helthe by myzacle, 
wher in very dede ſhe was reſtozed to her perfyte helthe by dyete and phi⸗ 
ſpke; and by the courſe of Nature, whiche expelled the matter beynge cauſe 
ok her ſycknes, in the meane tyme whyles the ſayde perſonne of Aldington 
was with the ſaide archebyſhop, as is afoze teherſed.

Elizabeth ſhuld ſhewe and mantfelt her ſelfe to the people, to be an excellet 
vertuous and an holy woman, and that al her wozdes and dedes ſhuld ap⸗ 
pere to the wozlde, to pzocede of a marueylous holpnes, rebukynge the 
comot1 linnes and vices of the wozlde, as though (he were tauhht and in⸗ 
ſotred of the holy ſpirite of god. Ind not onely moued and counſatledrhe 
ſaid Elizabeth thus to ble her ſelle, ſurmittinge to her, that ſhe ſpake ſuche 
thinges in the extaſie of her ſicknes, that came by thinſpiracton of god, but 


alſo counſatled and pꝛocured the (aid Elizabeth to be bzought a conueide
